DR. LIVINGSTON UPON AFRICA. 


Dr. Livingston has addressed the following 


letter to the ‘Times:— 


Sir,—There certainly would be no increase 


in the general happiness of the world by the 
simple transference of the slave-labor system 
of cotton-growing from the Southern State 


of America to either one portion or another 
of the African continent, but as I believe it 


improbable that such asystem—one of mon- 
strous wrong to the black, and bad neighbour- 


hood, with. a tendency to-political tyranny, 
to the white, will be the result’ our encoura- 
ging the Africans to produce the raw mate- 
rials of our manufactures on their awn soil, L 
shall endeavour to give a general view of the 
social and political relations of the tribes 
with which I am_ best acquainted, as it is on 
the peculiarities of these that my belief is 
founded, and you will then be able to decide 
whether I have been led- to my conclusion 
by sober reason or by too sanguine hopes. 
The government of most of the African 
tribes is patriarchal. Hach man becomes 
head or chief of his own family and their 
dependents, [he childern build their huts 
arcund a spot called the “kotla,”? which 
answers to the “gate” in ancient times.Above 
these paternal chiefs there are influential 
men, allied by either blood or marriage to 
the chief of the town ortribe. They have 
a number of kotlas under them, and are often 
termed Barenana—‘‘little lords;” or by an- 
other word, meaning “little great old ones.” 
The chief(Morena or Kosi—lord or king), 
with his cattle pen and kotla in the centre of 
the town, is head over all. When a man 
cannot manage his son he appeals to his 
‘little lord” for assistance; and when aman 
of one kotle has a complaint against one of 
another kotla the case is brought by these 
“little lords” before the chief. If a case 
requiring Jittle consideration, the chief de- 
cides on the evidence, which is given orally, 
the witness always standing. Should it bea 
matter of more importance, or any public 
question, the chief sends for all his lords, and 
the case is re-heard in their presence. ‘They 
utter their opinions freely, and the chief 
sums up their opinions, taking the same view 
or not, as the case my be, with the majority. 
If a man of decision of character, he carries 
it his own way; if otherwise, they generally 
carry it in theirs. The chief seldom adopts 
auy measure directly contrary to public 
opinion. One or two decided opponents 
will make him waver and hesitate, and per- 
haps have recourse to the dice or divination. 
The elders or lords are guided by a number 
of maxims or proverbs, which seem to have 
come down to them by tradition. These re- 
marks refer chiefly to the tribes south of 18 
degs, south latitude. In the country of the 


same, are somewhat modified by female in- 
fluences but the general relation of one tribe 
to another is the same in all which came;un- 
der my observation. One tribe is perfectly 
independent of another, except by a sort of 
traditionary bond, which will become devel- 
oped in case of invasion or common danger. 
It seems to have arisen from having had a 
common origin, and it become partially ap- 
parent when a Jate colonial governor raade 
the enormous mistake of pretending to place 
himself in the traditional headship of the 
Caffre family. A better plan for rousing 
every particle of patriotism and loyalty of 
of the most devoted people on earth could 
not have been devised than that of what to 
an Englishman will appear a very simple 
affair—viz., appointing a European Kosin- 
kolu instead ofa poor Caffre one witha with- 
ered leg. Universally it must have been 
felt asa stab at their entire nationality. It 
we speak of it without reference to right 
and wrong, a konwledge of. the African 
political constitution would have led any 
man with his wits about him to imitate ‘the 
conduct of the English Government with the 
Highland chiefs—quietly bought up the 
power of the under chiefs or subsidized them, 
and then the Kosinkolu would have give no 
more trouble than did the descendants of our 
Pretender.

The remains of “the heroine of Matagorda,’ 
Mrs Reston, whose death took place in the 
Town’s Hospital on Wednesday forenoon, 
were on I’riday interred in the Southern 
Necropolis. ‘Che funeral was private, al- 
though the occasion was one on which mil- 
itary honours might have been fitly bestowed. 
A hearse, followed by two morning coaches, 
conyeyed the body from the Town’s Wos- 
pital to its final resting-place. Among the 
friends present was a relative of the decea- 
sed, Mr James Reston‘ Bothwell. The 
event in Mrs Reston’s life which brought her 
under the notice of the public is so will 
known, from the reference to it by both 
Alison and Napier, that we need nof now 
allude to it particularly. She was with her 
husband, a sergeant in the 94th, when the 
French bombarded Matagorda iv 1810. 
During the bombardiment, she actively as- 
sisted the surgeon in relieving the wounded, 
and tore up her own linen and that of her 
husband to provide bandages. Daring

Next morning, the ammuni- 
tion being expended, and the French, seeing 
the dilapidated state of the fort, sent down a 
force to take possession, The men were 
mustered for their reception, when Mrs, 
Reston was at her post determined ta 
share in the danger. ‘Through the ruinous 
state of the fort, three guus, all that we could 
bring to bearapon therm, were crammed with 
loose powder, grape, ball catridge, &c., to 
the muzzle, ready for a farewell shot, and 
when they came withio two or three hundred 
yards of the fort, we poured their contents 
iuto the very heart of the column, and lait 
the half of them prostrate on the earth. These 
who survived took to flight—their batteries 
again opened, and a fresh supply of ammu: 
uition having arrived for us, we returned 
salute; Mut the place being found untenable, 
the serviving part of the garrison were with- 
drawn by the boats of our fleet. Mus. Res- 
ton siill exhibited the same undaunted spirit, 
She made three different journeys acoss the 
battery for her husband’s necessaries and 
her own, ‘The last was for her child, whv 
was lying in the bomb-proof. I think I see 
her yet, says a witness, while the shot and 
shell were flying thick around her, bending 
her body over fit to shield it from danger by 
the exposure of her own rerson. Luckily 
she escaped unhurt. When Mrs. Restor 
returned to this country, she was received 
into the ‘Yown’s Hospital, ina state of des- 
titution. on the death of her husband. A 
public subscription was, however, set on 
foot, and a fund raised for her by which the 
latter, part of her life was rendered comfor- 
table. Although she was thus enabled to 
support herself, she had become so accus- 
tomed to live in the Hospital that she resol. 
ved to remain, and pay a fair amount for 
her board. Ofcourse, her wish was grati- 
fied, and after independently paying ber way; 
she hada yearly surplus, which she regularly 
applied to charitable and benevolent pur- 
poses. ‘I'he patriotic fund, the Old Méen’s 
Asylum, and other charitable institutions in, 
ihe city were indebted to her liberal dona= 
tions.
